King of Sweden, the Father of 
the Prince now upon the Throne , ha- 
ving given us a ſuccin& Account of the 
Affairs of Europe, in a Volume, entituled, 
An Introduition to the of the Prin- 
cia Kingdoms and States of Europe; 
which has met with Univerſal Applauſe, 
not only abroad, but even in our own 
Nation by the many Editions that it has 
bore in Exgliſþ; the Deſign of the pre- 
ſent Undertaking, how far ſoever it may 
fall ſhort of the other's Excellency, is to 

the ſame in reſpe& to the Hiſtories of 
a—_ far as the 


towards the Recovering of their Country, 
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That Paradice was in Aa, wherein 
the Almighty was pleaſed to place Adam the 
firſt and common Parent of Mankind, 1s

And fince the Geneology from Adam to 
Abraham is made clear enough to us from 
Holy Writ, and that thoſe People, called 


Hebrews, but afterwards Iſraelites and Jews, 


were Abrahem's Deſcendants, we have be- 

gun this Compendium with their Hiſtory, 
which commences from the Creation of 
the World, and is purſued through all the 
Vicifitudes of Providence' towards them, 
whether bond or free, and whether under a 
Theocratical, Ariſtocratical, Regal or Sacer- 
dotal Adminiſtration, till their final Diſper-

IT hope the Age is not yet grown ſo Pro- 
pbane and Incredulous, notwithſtanding the 
abounding Wickedneſs of it, but it will al- 
low the Scriptures, ſo far as they come 
down in Point of Time, to be the beſt Au- 
thority we could conſult upon this Subject: 
_— we have 9 no m En OY 
Uſe of Prophane Writers, as 6 
ſeveral Roman Hiſtorians, Eutycbhius, R- 
leigh, &c. The firſt of theſe is ſo cel 
ted for the Antiquity of his own Nation, for 
explaining diversThings relating to theJews, 
which the Divine Peamen paſs curiorily 
cver, as not being the general Scope of their 
Defign, or do not at all mention, as bei 


laſtly, for his exact Hiſtory 
Wars in the Time of Veſpatiar 6 
wherein he himſelf had ſo large a Share; 
that it will be found a bare conſulting of 
him, was not ſufficient upon this Occafion. 
There were few Nations in the World, Co- 
te with the Romans, with whom 
they had not to do firſt or laſt to ſome 
Purpoſe, but with none ſo much, all Cir- 
cumſtances conſidered, as with the Jews 
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of their Native Liberty : But if I may be 
allowed the Expreſſion, even at laſt Unna- 
tioned ;, a Fate, which hardly befel any o- 
ther People, conquered by their vicrorious 
Arms, as you'll find in the $-quel of this 
Hiſtory, towards the compiling of which 
their Authors have afforded very great 
Helps; but the Number being not a few, 
there is no Neceſſity of Cataloguing chem 
in this Place.

With Mahomet aniſne 
they introduced a new /Era into Perſe, 
called the Jeſdegirdiam Era, and began 
their Caliphate here about the Year 679. 
But Perſia being once more become no 
other than a Province, we take no far- 
ther Notice of the Caliphs here, than as they 
relate to this Country, they being after- 
wards included by themſelves in a parti- 
cular Chapter: At length the Native Per- 
fans prevailing, we find the Tarks, whom 
the Saracens made Uſe of as Auxiliaries 
againſt them, from Servants became their 
Maſte s. Theſe after no long-lived Do- 
minion were expelled by the Tartars, of 
whom here but briefly, as well asof the great 
Tamerlane: The Four ſucceeding Ki 
of Perſia, of the Faction of the Black 
Ram are next accounted for; that 
of the White Ram was in the 
Perſon of QCſſum Caſſan, about 1469. 
and continuing to the beginning of the 
Sixteenth Century, Jſarael became the 

Sock of the Race of Kings, called So- 
ir Pier, whoſe eigns we have traced, as 
we had done before thoſe of their Pre- 
deceſſors, according to their reſpective 
Lines or Famiiies, to Schach Selim TV. the 
preſent Sophy of Perſia; for the accom- 
pliſning of all which nothing has been 
min the main more helpful to us than 
Bizarns 
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Bizarns his Rerum Perſic arum Hiſtoria, &. 
as ſome more ot thoſe Books we call the 
Rerum, have been ſo in reference to other 
Countries. 


The next Country that comes under 
our Cognizance is the Empire of Ching 
whoſe beginning we fix about 2952 Years 
before our Saviour's Nativity. The Autho- 
rities we have concerning its ancient 
Kings are very liable to Exceptions, how- 
ever we give you the Hiſtory and Succeſſi- 
ons of them till we come to clearer and 
brighter Times. That called the Cinax Fx 
mily came to the Throne about 354 Yean 
before Chriſt, in whoſe time the 
Chineſe Wall was built; that of 
was the next that aſcended the Imperia 
Throne, Ante Chtiſt. 206, and continu 
ed to the Reign of Pig; in th 
laſt of which our Saviour was bort 
The ſucceeding Part of the Hiſtory w 
give you (as broken and confuſed as tis 
ti the Irruption of the Tartars in 1275 
Which from hencefurward, by the Het 
of Travellers and other Things is fe 
ſomewhat in a better View.

Being ſo far Eaſtward, and ſo near 
pan, we could not but infert a ſhort 
Chapter of that great Iſland, beginning 
our Account with Dario, who reigned 
there in 1550, a few Years after it was 
diſcovered by the Portugzeze ; but being 
not able to purſue it any farther than 
1650, we have ſubjoined a Page or Two 
about Formoſa. upon the Authority of 
Mr. George Pſalmanaazzaar , a Native of 
that Iſland, now in Exyglazd.

der the Flight of the Beſieged, and to prevent all 
Relief from coming into the City from without. 
The Seditious ſeemed not to be concerned at this, 
though the Famine not only raged already among 
the common Sort of People, but likewiſe began to 
afflict themſelves, and tuch a cruel Mortality enſued, 
that from the Fourteenth of April to the Firſt of 
July 115080 Carcaſſes of the poorer Sort were ca- 
ricd out to be buried at the Publick Charge, accord- 
ing to the Information given Titus by One Mannew, 
who was appointed to pay the Money : Divers No- 
blemen abo that fled to the General, affured him 
that Six Hundred Thouſand of the common People 
were thrown dead out of the Gates, and others who 
died beſides were innumerable, and that when ſo 
many died, that they were not able to bury them, 
they gathered their Bodies together into the greateſt 
Houſcs adjoining, and there ſhut them up; a Bu- 
el of Corn was fold for Six Hundred Crowns; 
Sinks and Holes were continually raked to find the 
old Dung of Oxen, to fatishe Peoples Hunger, 
which extreamly moved the Compaſſion of Tun

quent Offers of Peice and Pardon. declared that he 
would bury that abominable Crime in the Ruins 
of their Country; he ordered all the Groves within

and Twenty Days, on the Firſt of July he began to 
batter the latt Wall ; and yy and his Party. 
on the Fifth entred the Catile by Force: At that 
Time many falſe Prophets deluded the Nſultitude

; and therefore, though Titus ſtill exhort-d 
them to yield, they obſtinarely refuſed all Accom- 
modation, boafting that they had rather endure al 
kinds of Miſeries. Whereupon the Conteſt now 
grew very bloody about the Temple, but the Wall 
of the inward Part was too ſtrong for the Battering- 
Rams, and the Defendants valiantly repulſed the 
Romans from the Top; neither could the Founda- 
tion of the Gates be undermined, wherefore Tita: 
was obliged to fer them on Fire: However he was 
reſolved to fave the Temple. it poflible ; but on the 
Tenth of Auguſt à certain Soldier. contrary to the 
Command of his Gencral, excited by ſome Divine 
Fury, threw Fire into the Building on the North

I muſt own there are a great many Improbabili- 
ties even in this Story of Cyras, and not only many 
Learned Men vary in ſeveral Circumſtances concer- 
ing him; but there are ſuch different-Opintons con- 
cerning the other Princes of Media, Babylon, &c. that 
I had rather paſs over the whole in Silence, than ad-

fame not being to be done almoſt without a Miracle, 

for it was treble walled, of a vatt Heighth, fur- 

rounded with Waters unfordable, and victualled 

for Twenty Years, and the Wall in Circumference 

was above Fouricore Miles: Cyrus his main Deſign 

was to divert the Courſe of the Expbrates, and 

therefore having cauſed ſeveral large and deep 

Ditches to be cut, he pretended afterwards to quit 

the Siege; and as the Babylonians thought them- 

(Ives delivered, and minded nothing but Diverſi 

he turned the Ceurie of the Emphrates into theſe 

Channels, and entred Babylon with his Army the 

lame Night; King Belſhazzar wade a Feaſt, which 

is ſpoken of in the Fifth of Daniel, and was then 

killed, as Daniel teſtifics; and therefore it's ſtrange Cyras rakes 

Zonaras, who was a Chriſtian. ſhould make any Baiylon.

and the Cauſe of it uncommon. He ſent an Ambaſ- 
lador to Amaſis, King of Egypt, to demand his 
Daughter in Marriage, and that by the Advice of an 
tan Phyſitian, whom Amaſis had given Cyrus 
to cure him of a Diſtemper, and who in his Heart 
hated his Natural Prince for being forced by his 
nd to abandon his Country and Family.

ordered they ſhould ſtrew the Way with Flow

Satistaction, rather than from good Friends as 
were, they ſhould become irreconcilable Enemies: 
Avntiochas, who ted himſelf with ſtrange Chimera 
abſolutely inſuted upon having the Ifland of Cyprus, 
and the Fortrets of Pel/n/irm, the chief Sca-Port of E. 
Opt tor himſelf; but Prolomy being by no Means wil. 
ling to agree to the Propoſal, Autiochus advanced with 
his Army near unto Alexandria, where happily 
enough for the Egyptians, he met with the Roman Am- 
batladors, of whom Popilizs having delivered their 
Demands in Writing, Ant iochut declared he would 
adviſe with his Council thereupon ; but the other 
without any more ado, having with his Stick made x 
Circle round him, faid he muſt give him a 
Antwer before he ftirred out of it, whether he was 
for Peace or War. 

Aut iechus, altoniſhed with this daring Action, and 
being not very willing to draw to formidable a Power 
as that ot the Romazxs upon him, declared he was for 
Peace, and was obliged to begin his March that very 


Day with his Army out of Egypt.

ria He knew well enough that Demetrius, King of

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Hria, had drawn upon himſelf the Hatred of all his 
his Allies and own Subjects, infomuch that theſe 
laſt being not able to endure. his Tyrannical Go- 
vernment, made uſe of it as a ſpecious Pretext to 
Dethrone him, propoſed the fame to one Alexander 
Bala, who ſaid he was the Son of Antiochns Epi- 
phanes, and who being backed by the Kings of the 


Leſſer Afia and other Neighbours, made War upon 


Demetrius: — did all he could to foment this 
War, and Alexander having the good Fortune to de- 
feat Demetrius, Ptolomy helped him to poſſeſs him- 
ſelf of the Kingdom of Sia, and gave him his 
Daughter in Marriage.

Thus Ended the Government 
of the Mamaluhkes, in the Perſon of Tomombeins. whoſe 
Valour an- good Qualities can never be fſuthcientl 
Celebrated, and nothing could have ſo deſpicably uſe 
but the barbarous Cruelty of Schmaus, to whom 
Egypt now ſubmits, and from henceforward became 
a Province of the Tarks/Þ Empire, under a Baſha, 
who have reduced it to the utmoſt Miſery : Neither 
do I find the Ezyprians have ever ſince attempted to

Upon which, being preſented to the King and Queen 
the Archbiſhop, he was put off till the End of 
the War of Granada, which continued Ten Years, 
and having ſufficiently drained the King's Exchequer, 
he could obtain only a little Ship and two Brigantines, 
and Sixteen thouſand Crowns, for his Voyage. 
All things being ready, he departed from Paloſpalcs 
of Mogner, in Audaluſia, in the Year 1492, on the 


3d of Amgnſt, with his Brother Bartholomew, the

ying himſelf with ſuch Provifions as were neceſſary 
— tacking from thence to the Right, he failed 


Weſtward, and in Eight Days time obſerved the 


Water coverd all over with Herbs: Which put his 
Men into ſuch a Conſternation, that he had much- 
ado to Cheer and Encourage rhem. Having failed 
a long time, and made no Diſcovery, they made 
continual Complaints, and all of them, in a manner, 
by their Reproaches and Menaces, endeavoured to 
divert him from his Deſign; and not long after, all 
the Soldiers and Mariners growing apprehenſive they 
ſhould want Proviſions, retolved to throw him into 
the Sea. Upon this he was obliged to promiſe, 
he would, according to their Deſire, return into 
Hain, if in Three Days more they could not diſcover 
Land ; from which, in all' probability, he knew he 
could not be tar, by reaſon of the Coolneſs of the 


Air, the little Clouds that appeared low at Sun- 


Rifing, the Bottom which be founded when he 
threw in his Plummer, the Sand which it brought 
from thence, laſtly by the unequal and unconſtant 
Winds, which drove away that of the Sca, and muſt 
neceſſarily come from the Land.

Florida and Cuba, about Ten Leagues from Garde- 
loupa towards the North. Having returned Thanks 
to Almighty God for this good Succeſs, he made and 
erected a Croſs upon the Shore, and Ceremoniouſſy 
took Poſſeſſion of that New World, for the Uſe and 
in the Name of the King of Spain, and then Anchor- 
ing at Barxco in Cuba, named it anna: But the 
Sea beginning to grow boiſterous, he weighed from 
thence; and unexpectedly was carry d by the Wind 


to the Iſland of Haiti, which he named Hiſpaniols. 


But as he returned to Anchor in the Port where 
he firſt Landed, and which he called Porr- Royal, the 
Gallega, which was the Admiral, wherein he fail 
ſplit upon a Rock, but all the Men were faved : A 
Oviedo will have it, that he did this on purpoſe 
with a defign to leave part of his Men in that 
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he was well receiv'd by the Cacique, who Commands 
the Reſt, and who gave a great quantiry of Gold, 
for Shirts, Caps, Knives, Looking-Glafles, little 
Bells, and Cimbals. After which, he built a F 
with the - + ho Leave, where left Eight — 
thirty Spaziaras ; and taking with him Iadian Par. 
rots, and whatſoever was moſt peculiar to the 
Country, he ſet fail for „and the Wind 
proved lo favourable, that in Fifty Days he arrived 
at Lisbon. Two of the Pinſons charged him with as 
many Crimes as they could invent, in this Voyage: 
But Ferdinand and Iſabella had leis regard to their 
Accuſations, than to the ſtrange Diſcovery he 
made of New Lands, and to the pleaſure they 
in hearing the Relation of his Voyage, and 
wherewith he flatter d them ot the great 
they might expect. Columbas's Services were 
Rewarded with the Honour of being made Admiral 
and for his Maintenance, he had aſſign d to hi 
Tenth Part of the Revenue of his Diſcoveries : 
Brother Bartholomew was made Governor of H

When he had pailed the Cn 
more to the South, than when he 
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from Madera, and the firſt Coaſt he made, 
was the Deſired Land ; from 17 —_ delay, 
he failed tor Hiſpaniola, where all Men he had 
left there, had been Maſſacred, after his Departure, 
for ſome Violence they had offered ro the Natives : 
But not being in a Condition to revenge it, he choſe 
the North · ſide of the Iſland to lay the Foundation of 
a City that he Peopled, naming it Iſabella: He alſo 
built a Fort near the Mines of Cibas, which are the 
richeſt of Hiſpanio/a, took three Ships to go and 
Diſcover New Countries, and fo he found out Cuba, 
Jamaica, and other Iſlands: From thence returning 
to Hiſpaniola, and finding himſelf Indiſpos d, he was 
carry d to Iſabella, where he found the greateſt part 
of the People he had left, through their own Neg- 
lect, Dead of Famine, and was told, that the Savages, 
provoked by the Tyranny of their New Gueſts, were 
in Arms to drive them away. He put the moſt 
Criminal of the Spaniards to Death, reconciled him- 
ſelf to the Caicique, and having brought a great 
many Artificers that he had need of, in his Ships, he 
made them refit four, which had been ditabled in 
a Hurricane, that are very common in theie Parts of 
the World. He returned Home with them into Spain, 
where Their Catholick Majcities engaged him in a

Now while Columbus was by fair Means endeavour. 
ing to reduce the Seditious, and to ſubdue the Caci. 
wes by Force, King Ferdinand in 1499, ſent Boxradil. 
4, Knight of the Order of Ca/atrava, to be Super- 
Intendant of Juſtice, and Governour of Hiſpaniala, 
who was no ſooner arriv'd but he put both the Colum- 
bus's into Irons, and ſent them apart in Two Caravels 
into Spain. The King was no ſooner in forme of their 
Arrival in that fad Condition at Cadiz, but growing 
angry at their ill Uſage, he diſpatched expreſs Orders, 
that they ſhould not only be ſet at Liberty, but that 
they ſhould give them a Retinue, Train, and every 
thing anſwerable to their Character and Merit, that 
they might come and ſce him, before whom they tul- 
ly acquitted themlelves, and in One Thoutand Five 
Hundred and Two, the King ſent 4 Ovando into Hi- 
[paniola, in Quality of Vice-Roy, fo that Bowadilla 
was obliged to return, with all his melted Gold, 
which amounted to a Hundred Thouſand Pound 
Weight; betides the Gold in the Ore, of which he 
had one Picce that weighed Seven and Thirty Pounds, 
bur all periſhed with him at Seca, beſides Five or Six 
and Twenty Ships, Rolando Ximenes and Five Hundred 
Spaniards more. | 
Columbus Columbas in his Fourth Voyage diſcovered the Iſland

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Now while the Indians were talking of the horrid Noiſe 
and prodigious Execution of the Arms and Artillery of 
theſe Strangers, and were aſtoniſhed at their Horſes, 
becauſe they had never ſeen ſuch Creatures before, 
and that the Horſe and the Rider ſeemed to them 
be one and the fame Creature only; Cortez. imme- 
diately ordered Marina to tell his Priſoners. That 
they might go and ask their Companions, why 
* — had taken up Arms againſt him, who never 
. offended them, but, on the contrary, only 
ſed the King of Mexico, their greateſt Enemy? 
having hereupon ſet the Indian, at Liberty, and 
ſent them Home, they no ſooner informed the Reſt, 
of his Deſign, but preſently, out of an invincible 
Hatred to the Mexicans, they met together, to the 
Number of an Hundred thouſand Men, to Accompany 
and Serve him: And ever fince this Time, this Na- 
tion has paid no Tribute to the King of Spain; and 
the Aſliſtance they received from very well 
deſerved this Acknowledgment. 

Motezuma being intormed of, and much concerned 
at the making ot this League, let Cortez know, it 
was by no means his Intereſt ro confide in ſuch Per- 
fidious People, and that it would be his teſt way to 
withdraw to the City of Cialola, which was near, 
to Treat there with more Safety. This Cortez com- 

ied with; and of the Hundred thouſand Haſcalians 
had along with lim, he only retained Six thou- 
land. Here AMotezxrmas Ambaſſadors, who acted 


with a great deal of Frankneis and Sincærity, uſed 


all their Endeavours to hinder him from going to 
Aexico : Bur being not able to diſſuade 4 
it, it was Agreed on, in a Council held Ly Aute xuma, 
That thole Strangers ſhould be Deſtroy d at Ciolala; 
and the Principal Perſons in that City Conſented to 
it. In the mean time, the Mexicans having ſent an 
Army of Thirty thcuſand Rien, to put their Defizn 
in Execution, and the Ciols/ans being Suſpicious of 


ſo great a Number of Men, obliged them to tarry

all the Spaniards up to them. With which the

Hereupon Cortez, to 
whom Marina diſcloſed the immediately fell 
upon the Inhabitants of Cialola, and flew Six thou- 
fand of them upon the ſpot, with the Aſſiſtance of 
thoſe of Zempoalan and Haſcala, who, for their Booty, 
were contented with heaps of Salt, and ſome Linnen- 
Cloth, leaving to Cortez. a great many 3 and 
Heaps of Gold. To juſtiſie what he had done, he com- 
plained of the King's Treachery to his Ambaſſadors; 
who wholly threw the Odiam of the Defign upon 
the Relations and Friends of the Inhabitants of 
Ciolola ; and they uſed ſo many Words to perſuade 
him of the. ſincere Friendſhip which the King had for 
him, that he reſolved to go ro Mexico. 

Now AMotezuma being informed of Cortez. his 
haſtning to Viſit him, with Six thouſand Haſcalams, 
ſent new Ambaſſadors to meet him, in ordr to 
diver him from this Journey; and being told that 
he advanced apace, tho they faid all they could 

he met him a —＋ r 
in 
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fuſe, in beſtowing Precious-Stones, Gold and Pearls, 
to adorn and ſet them off. 

In the mean time, tho' the King continued to 
ſhew all the Civilities imaginable to Cortez and his 
4 — and that his Subjects in general followed 

Example of their Sovereign; Cortez now 
ſeriouſly to think within himſelf, that he was gone 
farther than he ought to have done, and that it was 
impoſſible him to fave his Life, if they ſhould 
form a Deſign to deſtroy him: And at the fame time 
revolving, that he and his Men did not go to Mexico 
to diſpute with thoſe that Entertained them, who 
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were come to look after him at Tbemiſiſt han, he 
thought himſelf obliged to go and fee them, and to 


deſire them to tarry for him at Pera Crux, till the

Some 
fay, that the Irdians teeing their King made a Pri- 
ſoner, Elected Quicuxtemac, or Quabutimec, who 
hearing Alate uma cry aloud from the Root of his 
Palace, That they ſhould not make War with Strangers, 
Mot tome Arrows at him, and that in the Tumult 
Adorezuma was kill d with a Stone: But the Adexi- 
cans (according to Acoſta) fay to the contrary ; and 
I there is no Occaſion tor” their Teitimony, 
themiclves Conteſs this Crime, and excuſe it, as 
neceſſary for their own. Preſervation. Cortez, in his 
Flight, did not deſpair ot his good Fortune, havi 
made a Leaꝑue with the Haſcalans, a City that 
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under it Eight and Twenty Villages or Towns, and 
in it a Hundred and Fifty Thouſand Heads of Fami- 
lies, who did not fail the Expectations of Cortez, 
and Texucco followed the Example of Haſcallan. 
Gmacacingo, a City allyed to the latter, declared for 
the Spaniards, and by that Means Cortez opened a 
Paſſage which they had endeavoured to ſhut up, and 
became Maſter of the Field. 

Upon a Review of his Troops, he found he 
had Nine Hundred Spaniards, among whom were 
Eighty Six Horſe, and an Hundred and Eighteen 
Men armed with Fire Locks and Crois-Bows; the 
reſt with Swords, Daggers, Lances, Halberts, Coats 
of Mail, and Corflets; he was afh{ted by above a 
Hundred Thoufand :dians, and with theſe Troops 
Five or Six Thouſand Acales, Canoes, or little 
Boats, all of one Piece, Sixteen Brigantines, Three 
Iron Cannoas, Fifreen ſmall Braſs Pieces, Eight 
Hundred Pounds of Powder, and a great Number of 
Bullets. Thus provided, he reſolved to beſiege Me vi- 
co both by Sea and Land, whither the greateſt Part of 
the Mexican Nobility repairing to defend it, and the 
Number of the Inhabitants being incredible, they 
ſoon began to want Proviſions, and were neceſſitated 


to drink the Water of that part of their Lake which 


is extreamly Bitter and Salt. The Famine, whereot 
ſome died, was likewiſe followed by the Plague, 
which was bred by the Infection of the dead Bodies 


yet they that ſurvived were not diſcouraged, though 


they had nothing to feed upon but the Bark and

Catifornia (according to Ciwverizs ) is fituate be- 
tween the Gulf of. the ſame Name and the South Sea; 
but in the latter Times we have found this 
to have been an Iſland diſcovered by Cortez 
Others; and beyond it, towards the North, we find 
the Kingdoms of Talm and Quivir, fituate in the molt 
Weſtern-part of America, over-againſt Tartary. Out 
Engliſh Voyagers will have it, that this Iſland was Diſco- 


himſelf Crowned there, to teſtifie that he would be a 
Su to Queen Elizabeth ; but he could go n

Wonders done by his Predeceſſors, made no great 
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and Mortality amongſt them did fo terrifie the 
Collaons, eſpecially the Caraca's, that they thought it 
beſt to ſubmit- Inſtead of Puniſhment, the Inca re- 
ceived them with Aflurances of his Favour and Inten- 
tions of doing them all the Good he could, and 
order d the Curacat, in behalf of the reſt of the 
People, to accept the Terms of Peace on their left- 
Knee, and allowed them the honour to touch his 


Perſon, that for ever after they might be acknow- 
lelged for his Subjects. 


The Fame and Applauſe which the Piety and 
Clemency of the [ca had gained, being ſpread far 
and near in thoſe Countries, — other Provi 
to ſubmit to his Government, among 
Conquicura, Mallama and Hluarina, being all of them 
Countries of large Extent, rich in Cattle, and abound- 
ing in Multitudes of Warlike People. After which, 
the Inca from Hatwn Colla ſent an Army, under the 
Command of his four Generals, towards the Weſtern 
Parts, ordering them, that 1 the deſolate 
Country of Hatunpuna, they ſhould advance towards 
the People on the other ſide, who live towards the 
South Sea, with Orders to uſe all gentle Means to 
reduce them. The Generals having paſſed over a 

eat Snowy Mountain with the more difficulty 
— there was no Path to guide them, and marched 
for the ſpaceof Thirty Leagues through an uninhabited 
Country, arrived at length in the Province of Cachans, 
whoſe People being allarmed at their approach, built 
a Fortreſs, and with their Wives and Children retired 
into it. They might eafily have Maſter d it by Force, 
but 41 _ Orders, Famine at length 
crept into the Fort, ſo that they were neceſſitated 
to permit the Younger fort of People to adventure 
abroad, and gather Herbs for their Suſtenance, many 
of whom fled to the Enemy, who giving them 
Victuals to eat, with ſome Proviſions at the fame 
time to carry along with them to their Parents, and 


Peace and Friendſhip, the Indian: hereupon 
to commit themſelves to the Mercy of their Enemies 3 
concluding, that if they were ſo Compaſſionate to 
them at a time when they ſtood out in 
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their Submiſſion and Reſignation, wherein they were 
no ways deceived. This done, the Generals diſpatched 
Intelligence to the ca of all that had paſſed, ac- 
cording to whoſe Requeſt he planted two Colonies 
in that Country, one at the foot of the Mountain 
where the Fortreſs was built, which they call d 
Cuchana, and the other Moquehua. While the Ge- 
nerals were buſie in regulating theſe important Affairs 
they came to underſtand that theſe New-conquer' 
Indians were notoriouſly addicted to Poiſoning, and 
that by ſuch ſubtil and ſlow Methods, as did not 
prove mortal; and communicating the ſame to 


the luca, he Enacted a Law, That whoſoever ſhould The Ince 
be found Guilty of that Crime, ſhould be burnt makes a 
alive, that no Reliques or Memorial ſhould remain good Law. 


of them. This Law was fo acceptable to the Natives 
themſelves, that they readily gave Information againſt 
the Criminals, and with their own Hands Executed 
the Sentence, not only burning the Offenders, but 


even all their Moveables, and levelling their Houſes 


with the Ground : With them alſo they conſumed 
their Flocks and Herds, rooted up the Trees they 
had planted, and indeed deſtroyed every thing they 
efled ; with which Severity they were fo at- 
ighted, that they never after, during the time of 
the Inca's, durſt practiſe this Wickedneſs ; but as 
ſoon as the Spuniards came amongſt them, they re- 


vived it 8 Fe 1 GG. 
Some Years 1s, Mata being ambitious 
of New marched with his Army Eaſt from 


Pacara, to the Province of Llaricaſſa, where the 
Natives ſubmitted to him without any reſiſtance; 
and advancing from thence to Saxcavary, they did 
the like there alſo ; and the ca having given Orders 
for Inſtructing the People in the ine of his 
Idolatrous Religion, and Regulated the Civil Affairs 
of the Government, he entred the Province of Pacaſſa, 

ing with no manner ot Oppoſition, he 
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pacing in the ſame Methods of Patience and For- 
arance towards them, his Soldiers at length began 
ro murmur, and fay, It was no longer to be endured, 
that thoſe Barbarians ſhould inſult over the Majeſty of 
him who was Deſcended ot the Sun, nor could their 
Inſolence be any further ſupported, without loſing that 
Reputation they had formerly acquired. The Inca 
for ſome days reſtrained the Fury ot his Commanders 
with fair Words, but finding all his Lenitives would 
not do, he came to a Battle with the Indians, which 
was maintained on both Sides with great Fury and 
Courage : The Barbarians, as they imagined, con- 
tending for their Liberty, reſol ved to ſubmit to None, 
tho he were ot the Race of the Sun; and the Other 
being not able to beat their inſolent Obſtinacy to- 
wards their Prince, were animated to uſe their utmoſt 
E ttorts for the ſupport of his Honour and Dignity. 
But tho the Colla s fought with great Reſolution and 
Courage, yer they had 1o little Art and Diſcipline, 
that the Enemy made great laughter amongſt them: 
The Battle laſted a whole Day, wherein the Barba- 
rians, according to their own Accounts, loſt Six thou- 
ſand Men; at which being ſtrangely diſcouraged, and 
tinding no hopes ot Relief, or way of Eſcaping, they 
attired themſelves next Morning in the molt Penitent 
and Humble manner they were capable of, and pro- 
ceeding filently to the Gates of the zca's Quarters, 
there, upon their Knees, ſaid, They did not 
* come to ask Pardon, ſince they very well knew 
* their Offence and Rebellion had put them beyond 
* all hopes of ir, only they came before him, to pre- 
* ſent themſelves to the Swords of his Soldiers, that 
* their Blood might Expiate their Crime, and 
* {erve for an Example to others, how they Reſiſted 
or Dilobeyed him whole Father was the Sun. —— 
To which the /:ca, by one of his Captains, anſwered, 
That the Sun, his Father, had not = him on Earth 
to Deſtroy the Indians, but, on the contrary, to Succour 
them; and that teaching them to reform their Beaſtial 
way of Living, le ſhould Inſtract them in the true Rels- 
gion and Worſhip of the Sun, who was their God ; and 
therefore be admitted them to Pardon, upon Condition, 
that, for the future, they ſhonid reform their Manners, 
and obey the Sun, under. whoſe Proteitios they might 
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expect all manner of Bleſſings : Then he Commanded 
them to be Cloathed, the Wounded to be Cured, 
and Feaſted them all, to their great Amazzment and 
Satisfaction. 

The News of this Bloody Battle was ſoon diſperſed 
all the Country over; fo that many of thoſe People 
who had taken ,up Arms and formed a Camp to 
oppoſe the Inca, reſolved now to ſubmit to his 
Clemency, among whom were the Inhabirants of 
that part of the Country from Huaychn to Callamar, 
which is Thirty Leagues to the Sourhward ; and to 
the Inca proceeding to Caracolla, all ſubmitted ro him 
as far as the Lake of Paria; from whence fetching 
a Compaſs to the Eaſtward as far as Aarz, he got 
at length to the Valley of Chaquiaum, where he 

lanted ſeveral Colonies : From the Vale of Caracaha 
e continued his March Eaſtward, to the Skirts of 
the great Snowy Mountain of Auit; and after he 
had ſpent Three Years in theſe Progreſſes, returned 
to Cocco: But he did not long reſt quiet; tor having 
formed a Deſign upon the Country of Contiſayu to 
the Weſt of Cozco, he made a wonderful Bridge of 
Oſiers over the River Apurimac, the Novelty and 
Fame of which brought many of the adi ant to 
ſubmit : Then paſſing into the Province of Alca, he 
found the Inhabitants of that Country in Arms to 
him, they being encouraged thereunto by the 
Advantage of a Paſs which they deſigned to defend : 
But the Inca, by his good Conduct, gaining Ground 
upon them, they were ſoon ind to receive him 
as their Lord and King. From hence he proceeded 
to other greater Provinces, known by the Names of 
Tauriſina, Cotahuaci Pum atampui, Parihuana and Cocha; 


thence croſſing the deſolate Country of Coropumna, he 


arrived at the Province of Yan, all which this 
Prince ſucceſsfully added to his Dominions, with 
much Eaſe to himſelf, and Gentleneſs towards thoſe 
whom he ſubdued. Afrer which, he Disbanded his 
Army, and applied himſelf to put the Laws in Exe- 
cution, and to the Civil Government of his Dami- 
nions, a great part whereof, he conſidered, did conſiſt

count of the undecency of the ſound, and even the 
thing itſelf, he changed it to Huaſcar: two Years after 
that, being the time of Weaning, and cutting off their 
Hair, which was done with a ſharp Flint Razor, the 
Inca himſelt began that Ceremony. The Inca af- 
ter the Ceremony of Weaning was over, marched a- 
way with an Army of Forty Thoufand Men. into the 
Kingdom of Nite, to look after his New Conqueſts 
there; and in this Expedition took for a Concubine 
the Daughter of the laſt King of that Country, by 
whom (amongſt ſeveral other Children) he had Ata- 
balips ; who afterwards got the Imperial Dignity, 
and was poſſeſt of it when the Spanard:s entred the 
Country. He carried his Arms at this time much far- 
ther too, conquering the Vallies of Cacma, Cints, 
Tacms, and ſeveral others, together with the Coun- 
try of Tampiz, where the People worſhipped Lyons 
and Typers, and offered the Hearts and Blood of 
Men in Sacrifice to them; they were very vicious eve- 
ry way, and particularly addicted horribly to Sodo- 
my, from which he endeavoured to reform them. 
From theſe he to the Province of Fluancavilcs, 
where there been a fort of a Mutiny, and all the 
Teachers and Inſtructors the old Ince Tapengqui had 


ſent to bring them to conform to his Law, had been 


facrificed in that Populous Fury; and when the Cri- 


minal Caracas and Governours, who have pre- 
vented or puniſhed that Outrage, a betore 
him, and expected nothing but Death, he choſe ra- 


ther to ſurpriſe them with an unexpected Act of Mer- 
cy and Clemency, only he adjudged one, and that by 
Lot too, for the Honour of Juſtice, to be made an 
Example in that Caſe : However, he put a Mark of 
Intamy upon the reſt, and ordered each of them to 
have Four ot their Teeth pulled out, two out ot the 
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upper, and as many of the under Jaw, and this Pu- 


ni ſhment he declared ſhould not be Perſonal, but 
deſcend to their Poſterity after them. This Gentle- 
nels, ſays Garcilaſſo, affected the whole Country in 
ch a manner, that the common People would needs 
bear a Part in the Puniſhment inflicted on the Gran- 
dees, and though the Izca required no ſuch thing of 
them, they would thruſt them{clves upon it, and fo 
all, both Men and Women, parted wich Four Teeth 
a- piece, and made their Sons and Daughters ſubmit 
to the ſame.

had ſeveral odd Cuſtoms, which the Inca, now be- 
come their Lord. obliged them to Icave off; they 
flead all the Priſoners they took in War, and filling 
their Skins with Aſhes, they hung them up at their 
Temple Gates and Places of Rejoycing and Feaſtings : 
In their Marriages, the Brice-Grooms Kindred and 
Friends had always the firſt Hanſel of the Bride; be- 
fides which, the Men burnt in moſt leud and unnatu- 
ral Fires towards one another: The Juca, together 
with theſe ſubdued the Apichiqsi, and ſeveral other 
Nations that Ly upon the Coatts, which in ſome Re- 
ſpects were more Bruitiſh and Barbarous than rhe 
Maut ant, thence paſſing into Sarwmiſſa and Paſſan un- 
der the Equinox, he there found fo favage and rude 
a hey * that he thought it would be a Reflection 
upon his Dignity to be called their Lord : They had 
neither Houte nor Town, Temple, Law, nor Religi- 
on, but lived like Owls, in hollow Trees, went 
ſtark naked, and had all their Women in common; 
their Faces were painted with Four ſeveral Colours 
one quarter with one, and another with another, and 
this with their black Buſhy Hair made them to be 
ſuch Figures, that nothing human ever looked like 
them; and therefore the luca left them to be their 
own Maſters, and marched off to appeaſe an Inſur- 
rection amongſt the Caranques, whom he ſeverely pu- 
niſhed, cutting off the Heads of Two or Three 
Thouſand of Go, t very much againſt his 
Inclination, who was for Goodneſs and Cle- 
mency. 

The Tzcas, amongſt their many Glorious Titles, 
took delight in none more than that of Lovers of the 
Poor, and Fathers and Defenders of their Vaſſalt, which 
they did not fail to recommend to their Succeſſors at 
the D-aths, and therefore they never proceeded to 
any vigorous Treatment ot their Subjects, but when 
the higheſt Neceffity compelled them to it; and this 
Example of the luca Huna, was perhaps the only

his Time in ſettling and well- governing what he had 
acquired. Not to mention the Temples. Palaces, 
and other Edifices, which he raiſed, he accompliſhed 
Two very difficultand ufeful Works, which were the 
making of Two High-Ways, each at leait Five Hun- 
dred Leagues in Length, the one within Land, croſs 
the Mountains and ragged Cliffs, and the other along 
by the Sea-fide, both which ran from Cuſco, ro Quito, 
being deſigned for opening a more free and eaſie Com- 
munication between thoſe I wo geeat Cities: That cut 
through the Mountains was almoſt ſuch another Piece 
of Work as the ſtupendious Fortreſs of Cuſco, the 
Heights ro be levelled being ſometimes Fifteen or 
Twenty Times a Man's Height: The Road ro the 
Sea ſidle was Forty Foot Broad, with an high Cauley, 
and Walls on each fide to hold in the Way ; and all 
this both in the Valleys and Sands, fo that Travel- 
ling, which was before not only unpleaſant, but even 
impracticable in many Places, was now every where 
rendred fafe and eaſie. 

Having hinted before, that Hznayna Capac, having Ari!a'ipa 
conquered the Kingdom of Quite, and amongſt o- made 
there, had a Son by Soo King's Daughter, named At. King of 
balipa: This young Prince by his noble Qualities, 72. 
ſtrongly engaged his Father's Affection for him, who 
reſolved to make him, though not his Univerſal Heir, 
yet Sovereign of Quito, and becauſe he would be ſure 
to make him fit faſt on the Throne, he gave him 
ſome of his beſt Captains, and part of his Army, 
with a further Conceſſion, That all he ſhould Con- 
quer anew ſhould be added to his Kingdom ; all 
which the Inca did with the free Conſent of his Son 
Prince Huaſcar, fo that all Things went eaſie in the 
Empire, when ſuddenly a black Cloud gathered, 
which threatned ſome fatal Storm: For the fight of 
ſome Ships upon the Coaſt, which the Spaniaras ſent 
out by Manxez. de Baldaa for the Dilcovery of the 
South Sea, in the Year 1515, wrought ftrange Ap- 4 D. 1 
prehenſions in their Minds, but whether before or after 1515 
Atabalipa was made King of Qsito, is not very clear: 
However, tis certain Huayna Capac lived Eight Years 
after this diſmal Alarm; but never pretended to offer 
at any farther Conqueſts; but what made the deeper 
Impreſſion upon them, they found an old Propheſie 
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which they pretended to have amongſt them , 
which foretold, That when Twelve Ica's had filled 
the Throne, the Line of the Su» ſhould ſtop there, 
and a ſtrange Nation ſhould come and ſubdue the 
Empire: Behdes, ſome time before the Ships appear- 
ed, there were ſeveral Prodigies in all the Elements, 
and odd Changes of the common Courſe of Nature, 
which were turned into Omens and Prognoſticks, of 
ſome great Aiterations in their Nation and Govern- 
ment ; particularly the Moon, having in a clear 
Night had three Circles about her, the outermoſt of 
which was of a Bloody Colour, the middlemoſt 
Black, and the innermoſt like Smoak ; the outer Cir- 
cle, according to the Explanation of a certain Divi- 
ner amongſt them, ſignity d the War and Bloodſhed 
that ſhould be in the Iucas Country after he ſhould 
go to Reſt with his Father the Hun; that the Black- 
neſs of the middlemoſt denoted Deſtruction of their 
Religion and Empire, and that they ſhould vaniſh 
away like Smoak ; and which he added, was clearly 
foreſeen by the inmoſt Circle, that had the Smoaky 
Appearance; and that this Interpretation was not his 
own Fancy, but came from the Afoon, the Mother of 
the Imperial Family, as he told the Inca, who, though 
he ſeemed to deſpiſe this Fellow's Predictions, was 
deeply concerned at what he had ſaid, and by Sacriſi- 
ces and Offerings to his Father the Sun, endeavoured 
to make him more propitious, and divert the impen- 
ding Storm: This Prince died at L2xito, but his Body 
was carried td Caſco, to be buried his Ance- 
ſtors. In his Teſtamental Diſcourſe to his Chi 
of which he had ' above Two Hundred 
Daughters, he recommended to them the

Haaſcar at firſt was fo far from apprehending a 
Treacherous Deſign in his Brother, that he ordercd '.:; 
Army to be ſupply d with all Neceflaries; burt 
length upon the Repreſentation ot ſome.old Officers, 
growing jealous of him, he made a ſhift to draw to- 
gether an Army of about Thirty Thouſand raw Men 
with which he engaged that of Atabalipa, near Cuſ- 
co: The old hardy Soldiers of the latter, quickly put 
the other to the Rout, and took Huaſcar himfcli Pri- 
ſoner; the News whereof no ſooner reached Ataba- 
lipa, who kept on the Frontiers of his own Domini- 
ons; but he made the moſt Politick Ute of this Victo- 
ry that could be, pretending to reſettle his Brother 
upon the Throne: But being arrived at Cuſco, he cru- 
elly facrificed every one of the Incas that came thi- 
ther, ſparing neither Age nor Sex, at halt or whole 
Blood, but deſtroyed that fell into his Hands, 
whether Baſtards or Legitimate, Unkles, Coutms, 
Brothers and Sifters, to the Number of Two Hun- 
dred. But the height of his Barbarity was to br: 
forth his miſerable Brother the 1:4 Huaſcar, 
force him to be an Eye-Witneſs ot all theſe diſmal 
Executions : Nay he made him vaſs in Mourning- 
Weeds, with a Rope about his Neck. through a whole 
Lane of his Nobles and Officers, who were fallen in- 
to the ſame woetul Bondage, and then thoſe unhap- 

Men, ſeeing their Sovereign in fo toriorn a Sat 
burſt out into pallionate Lamentations , anc fe! 
down and adored him according to Cuftcm, for wk ich 
the cruel Atabalipa cauſed them to be hewn n Pieces 
with Axes, or knockt on the Head with Clubs before 
that Princes Face: However, ſome of the Progeny 
of the cas had the good Fortune to eſcape the Ty- 
rants Bloody Hands, amongſt whom there were Two 
Young Boys, the Sons of Capac, and ſome re- 
moter Kindred ; but more particularly, there was the 
Inca Manco, the Brother of Huaſcar, who deeply re- 
ſenting the Cruelty of Aabalipa, took up Arms to 
his Family. Fleaſecr himſelt was yet a-

g. 30 · While they were thus contending for Empire, Saniards 

there came an Umpire to decide the Quarrel; which enter Peru 
was Francis Pizarro, with an Army of Spaniards, who 
had been a conſiderable time upon the Continent be- 
fore they knew any thing of Perun: They had built 
the Towns of Nombre de Dios and Panama, diſcover'd 
the Coaſt along New Spain, and traded quite croſs 
the Country; but from Pama to the Parts of Pers, 
they could not carry on a Trade by Sea, becauſe the 
Southerly Winds blowing all along the Coaſt, almoſt 
for the whole Year, failing was very difficult and tedi- 
ous, and by Land the Paſſage was impoſſible, by rea- 
fon of the Mountains and Rivers; nay, 'twas Fifteen 
Years before they got beyond the Iſle of Pearls, which 
is but Twenty Leagues from Panama.

He had no more than 220 Men 
along with him, of whom he had drawn out a De- 
tachment of 55 for a Colony he planted by the way 
at St. Michaels; which is a ſign how little he valued 
the Power of the Inca, who ſent him ſeveral Preſents, 
and defiring to know the Reafon of his coming 
into his Dominions ; he, after he had diſſembled for 
a time, an{wered, That he was the Servant of a ve- 
* ry mighty Prince, whom he did not ſcruple to call 
© Lord of the whole World, and was ſent to bring 
this Country to the Knowledge of the True God, 
© and to the Obedience of his Emperor : That with as 
* ſmall an Army as he had now, he had Conquered 
Princes that were Superior to Atabalipa, who was 
* now at Liberty to make his choice of Peace 
the Terms he propos d; which were, to aſſiſt him 
in his Wars, and leave him in the free Poſſeſſion of 
© his Empire; or otherwitc he would give him enough 
* of War, and ſerve him as he had done the Caciques 
© of Panaand Tumbex. 

It was in November 1532. that the Spaniards finiſhed 
their tedious March to Caxamalca, a City ſeated _— 
Miles from the Sea, four Miles in Circumference, wit 
very ſtrong Stone Walls three Fathom high, the Whole 
extremely beautiful; the King's Palace had variety of 
Lodgings and Gardens, all the Appartments bei 
painted with ſeveral Colours on the Outſide, whi 
was nothing to the ſubſtantial Beauties on the Infide, 
particularly there were in one Room two large Foun- 
tains, adorned with Plates of Mafly Gold, one of 
which ran with Water ſo Hot, that a Man could 
hardly endure his Hand in ir, and the other was as 
intolerably Cold. On one fide of the City there 
was a ſtately Temple walled about, and dedicated to 
the Sun, worſhipped here with the fame Solemnities 
and profound Devotion, as in the Imperial City of 
Caſco. The Inca Incamped with an Army of Thirty- 
thouſand Men without the City, whither Pizarro 
ſent his own Brother and another Spaniſh Captain to 
wait upon him: But when they delivered their Meſ- 
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there. However, when he was informed by the Cap- 
rain, that his Companion was Pizarro's Brother, he 
| tifred up his Eyes upon him, and in a few Words let 
him know, that his Brother's Boldneſs, in pretending 
ro Puniſh his Subjects, was very diſpleaſing to him ; 
but yet added, That for his part he would be a 
Friend to the Spaniards, and not deal with them, 
as they had (without any juſt Cauſe) dealt with his 
People. Ferdinando Pizarro thereupon told him,

Command of his Father Haan 
ed them to ſerve the Bearded Nation 
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his Hand unopen d, but afterwards going to help the 
Inca to unclaſp it, the other diſdaining it, hit him a 
ſound Blow on the Arm, and at laſt open'd it him- 
ſelf, and foon after threw it away in great Indignati- 
on; with which the Friar was fo enrag d, that he did 
all he could to excite the Spaniards to revenge; who 
now fell on with incredible Fury upon the Judi aut, ot 
whom they kill d Five Thouſand without any Reſi- 
ſtance, and took the Ice himſelf Priſoner. The Inca 
proffer d extravagant Ranſoms and Rewards for his 
Liberty; and the Spaniards now became Maſters of fo 
much Treaſure, that befides the Emperor's Fifths, e- 
very Hoi ſeman had to his ſhare 8880 Caſtiliant in 
Gold, and 362 Marks in Silver, each Mark being eight 
Ounces ; and the Foot had halt ſo much, or more or 
leis according to their Merits: So that they paid thei 
Debts by the lump; and fuch a plenty of Gold — 
Silver made the Prices ct all things riſe accordingly. 
Thoſe Sp4ni/p Officers that were ſent to Cuſco, had a 
ſight of Huaſcar in his Confinement at Sazſa; who 
promiſing them three times as much for his Liberty 
as Atabalipa had done, he found a way ſoon to di- 
ſpatch him; and tho he himſelf was in Cuſtody, yet 
he had two of his Generals with Armies abroad, one 
of which had Thirty Thouſand Men at Cuſco: And yet 
tis a moſt ſurpriſing Conſideration, that Three Sani- 
ards only, ſhould plunder a rich and glorious City, 
that had ſuch a number of Men to guard it; and yet 
ſo it was, that they rifled the Temple of the Sun, took 
down the maſſy Plates of Gold from the Walls, and 
brought at leaſt Two Hundred Mens burden of Gold 
away: All ſorts of Veſſels, Gold and Silver, were ſo nu- 
merous, and fome of them fo big, that Twelve Men 
had much ado ro carry one of them away. T 

and one of the cas maily Thrones, the Generals 
willingly reſign d ro the Spaniards, as knowing the 
Inca s Ranſom was to be paid therewith; and yet tis 
much they ſhould not be apt to think that the Sani- 
ard; had gone beyond their Bounds, when the Sacred 
Houſes themſelves were not fpared by them. 

The Spaniards returning from the Ranſack of Cuſco, 
brought the General Chilicuchina, and feyeral other 
Great Men along with them, ro ſee their luca in his 
Captive State; who, after chey had with lifted _—_— 
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| and Eyes given thanks to the Sun, kiſſed his Hands 
| and Feet, and did him all the Honours that could 
| be expected in the Height of his Glory and Pro- 
ſperity. He had now fully paid his Ranſom, ac- 
cording to the Confeſſion of Pizarro himſelt; who 
yet told him, he muſt be detain d awhile under a 
G till more Forces of the Spaniards were come 
up to him, for his Security againſt all Attempts; 
| fince he faid he had been inform'd, the Hur had 
order'd an Army to be raisd for expelling the 
Spaniards out ot the Country. At length the Ic 
| being openly accuſed of this Fact, he was Sentenc'd 
to be burnt Alive; but becauſe they had made 2 
fort of a Chriſtian of him, that is, had Baptized 
| him, - the Sentence was foftned to that of being 
Strangled; which the Spaziards moſt villainouſly ex- Ah 
ecuted upon the Innocent Prince accordingly ; and execuced. 
after him his General Chilicuchima was in the moſt

T he Conſequence of this 
Victory was, the Spaniards poſſeſſing themſelves of 
the Great and Famous City of Cuſco, with the

In the mean time, Manco hearing that 
Pizarro was come to Cuſco, he went thither to 
him, in order to claim his Right to the Imperial 
Throne; and to encourage the Spaniards to 
mote him, he promiſed] to promote their Affairs 
and Religion too: Upon which, Pizarro being be- 
fore ſomewhat inclinable to it, declar d him cs 
Capa, and he perform'd the Right of Vaſſalage as 
his Predeceſſor had done: Tho after all he was no 
more than Titular, Pizarro had all the Authority 
who yet began to be moleſted with new Troubles. 
The lately defeated Sui drew together ano- 
ther Army, to make Head againſt the Spaniards; 
and Pizarro and Almagro began now to be | 
and Rival one another; while Marco impatient 
having no Authority, and complaining thereof to 
Pizarro, he excusd himſelt from complying for 


the preſent, as well upon the account of the Broils 


that were in the Country, as alio that he expect- 


ed quickly Orders from the Emperor, y his Bro- 
ther Fernando, whom he had ſent to him about 
that Attair. However, he marchd in the mean 
while trom Cuſco rowards Lima, and left Manco 


ro the Keeping of his Brothers Jahn and Gonſaluo 


Pizarro, uno made him a cloſe Priſoner, and 
ſo r lay, pur him into Chains. The Inca was a 
Prince of a very haughty Mind, of great Courage 
and R-tolurion, and they had reaton to frar all 


1.,nzs from him, . 
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but he compos'd himſelf with wonderful Patience and 
Eaſineſs under this injurious Treatment, or at leaſt 
diſſembled his Reſentment, and forbore all manner 
of harſh Reflections upon the Spaniards : Nay, 
when his own Subjects lamented his Misfortunes, 
and exclaim d againſt the Injuſtice and Treachery 
of his Impriſonment; he would gently tel] them, 
| His Father, by his Laſt Will, had commanded they 
ſhould ſubmit to the Spaniards, and that in the 
| mean time, they ſhould be quiet under all theſe 
| Oppreſſions, till they ſaw the iflue of all. How- 
ever, he did his endeavour not to have occafion to 
obey his Father's Will very long: For he flatter'd 
| and careſs d the Spaniards, ſweetned them with 
| Preſents, and inſtead of Complaints ſpoke ſo Ho- 
nourably of them, that they took him to be a 
very eaſie and a contented Priſoner. In ſhort, he 
at laſt manag'd the two Pizarros fo dexterouſly, 
that he obtaind his Liberty, and leave to go to He o'rains 
Tucay, the Royal Garden of the Incas, ro ſpend his Liber- 
ſome time for his Refreſhment and Pleaſure: But ty. 
then ſummoning his Officers and Grandees private- 
ly to attead him, he aggravated all the foul 
and baſe Treatment he had had from the Spani- 
ards to the higheſt degree; and ſince he could re- 
ly no longer upon their Promiſes, but plainly ſaw 
at they intended to ſhare the Empire amongſt 
themſelves, inſtead of reſtoring it to him, he told 
them, he intended to take up Arms to recover his 
Right by Force, and would truſt Pachacamac and 
his Father rhe Sun, with the Succeſs. Accordingly 
all Pr tions were made for War: Mus made Recovers 
his firſt Attempt upon Cuſco with Two Hundred Cuſco. 
Thouſand Men, who ſhooting Fire in along with 
their Arrows upon the Spaniards, had like to have 
burnt down the City about their Ears. In this 
Siege John Pizarro was (lain, and the City taken 
by Force; but the Spaniards recruitirg their For- 
ces, recovered it again from Manco, who with ano- 
ther Potent Army, drove them out a Second Time: Defeats 
So that Things being come to this Paſs, Pizarro was che Spari- 
forced to ſend another of his Brothers with treſh For- *. 
ces againſt the Inca, but he and his Troops were en- 
tertained in ſuch a rude manner by the Permvians, 
| Rr3 that 
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ed himſclf 
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that not a Man of them was left alive to carry the 
News of their il] Succeſs. After this he tent Four or 
Five Commanders more, one after another, who had 
all of them the ſame Fate of being routed, and moſt 
ot them were lain: Wherefore it was high Time for 
Pizarro to appear himſelt, and humble the growing 
Power of this Enemy, which he did with the Ter- 
ror of his great Guns and Horſes ; the firſt Battle he 
fought ending in the Defeat of Afanco's Army: And 
then to compleat the Work, he ſent to all the Spaniſp 
Colonies on the Continent for Supplies of Men and 
Ammunition, and having made himſelf conſiderably 
ftrong, he fotight One or Two Battles more, by 
which Mancos Fate was entirely decided, tor his 
mighty Army was too much ſhattered and broken 
to be made up for another Action: So that the 
brave Prince was obliged to retire to ſome cloſe and 
ſecure Refuges in the Mountains of Villaca Campa, 
with about 20000 Followers. 

Having brought the [zca to this Shelter, we 
muſt leave him a little while, and come more par- 
ticularly to the Affairs of Pizarro and his Com- 
panions, and ſce their Fates: You muſt know, that 
after the taking of Czſco, when Lima was raiſed and peo- 
pled, Pizarro made his Friend and Partner Almagro, Go- 
vernour of that Province, as the Emperor tor his 
Services had made him Marſhal of Pera, with Au- 
thoriry to Conquer Three Hundred Miles for him- 
felt, beginning where Pizarro's Conqueſt ended. 
As for Pizarro, the great Actions he had pertor- 
med, made him Amagro's Superior; but at the fame 
time becoming Jealous of the others growing For- 
tune, many Quarrels aroſe betwern them; ſo that 
Pizarro, to be rid of ſuch a dangerous Rival, ſent 
him to Conquer Chili, but finding ir did not an- 
wer his Expectation, he left this Country, and 
went directly ro Caſco, the Government of which 
Place he pretended a Right to: And notwithſtan- 
ding the Oppoſition made by Fernando Pizarro. he 
tound a Way to make himſelt Maſter both of it 
and Fernando; he allo had the good Fortune to 
ſeize the Spaziſh Commander Alvarado, who advan- 
ced againit him with ſome Forces: Bur Alvarado, 
by the help of a Golden Key, which will open 
moſt Locks, making his Eſcape to General Pizar- 
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ro, and acquainting him with all Aimagros Pro- 
ceedings, they firſt ended the Difference by an ami- 
cable Compoſure, and after a fecond falling our, 
bound themſelves by Oaths and Promiſes to a ſin- 
cere Friendſhip, which yet held not long: But 
their Enmity iſſued in a Bloody War, which con- 
founded all the Affairs of the Country. 'T was A 
ros hard Fate to be taken Priſoner, and being 
cruclly ſentenced to Neath, he was ftrangled, and Taken and 
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Fernando Pizarro ſent over into Spain with the Execuced. _ | 


Proc:is: However, his Son ſurvived to be a Plague 
to the Family of the Pixarros, and quickly for- 
med a Conſpiracy againſt Pizarro himſelf, who 
looking upon his own Power and Greatneſs, and 
deſpiſing ſuch trifling Enemies, as he thought them 
to be, they had the better Opportunity to kill him Narro 
in his own Houſe, with his half Brother Aar. killed. 
tin de Acantara; upon which young Almagro in- 
vaded the Government, and made all fwrar to 
him: But he was ſoon after humbled by Dacca de 
Caſtro, whom the Emperor ſent from Spain to put 
an End to theſe Inteſtine Broils : Aimazro, tis true, 
fought one Battle for his Lite, from which he 
fled to Caſco, where he was betray'd by a Friend, 
and ſent to Caſtro, who cut off his Head. 
Now it was that the Emperor thought fit to 
ſend Blaſtus Nunnez, Vela, Vice-Roy into Peru, and 
at the fame time a publick Decree, That all the 
Indians ſhould have their Liberty, and be no lon- 
ger treated as Dogs and Slaves by the Spaniaras 
who being grown by this time intolerably licen- 
tious, impritoned him, but having again recovered 
his Liberty, he was defeated by Gonſalo Pizarro 
whom they had nominated Procurator-General of 
the Peruvian Province, and afterwards put to 
Death: But the Emperor ſending over Gaſca, an 
Officer of great Experience and Policy, he over- 
came Pizarro in a ſet Battle, took off his Head,
